SPAIN GAOLS 
ISRAELI 


9-year sentence for 
“ subversion ”

PARIS 
An Israeli journalist, Mr. Zvi 
Aldouby. has been sentenced to nine 


years’ imprisonment by a Spanish 
military tribunal, according to 
reports. published here. Aldouby 


was arrested in Spuin, together with 
Jacques Fenseon, a Frenchman, for 
allegedly attempting to kidnap Leon 
Degrelle, the Belgian Quisling. . Fen- 
secon was gaoled for. six years. 

However, Aldouby and Fenseon 
were not charged with any kidnap- 
ping attempt, but with “ atlempting 
to create a subversive movement in 
Spain.” The prosecutor claimed that 
anarchist leaflets, arms, and ammuni- 
tion were found in the car in which 
the accused were travelling. 

The prosecution also clammed that 
the two men had intended to kidnap 
Degrelle. abduct him on a yacht from 
Cadiz. and then take him by air to 
Brussels, 

it was. also revealed that “a 
mysterious informer’ had warned 
the Spanish police of their plans. 

The prosecution claims that Fen- 
seon and Aldouby, who wrote an 
account of the capture of Eichmann, 
together with Ephraim Katz and 
Quentin Reynolds, were behind the 
kidnapping of Eichmann. 

Leon Degrelle. who headed a pro- 
Nazi party in pre-war Belgium, col- 
laborated with the Nazis during the 
occupation, and after the war escaped 
punishment by fleeing to Spain, where 
he has since resided, 

The tribunal sentenced Fenseon to 
a six-vear term of imprisonment. 

Since Isracl has no. diplomatic 
representation in Spain, no action by 
Israel on behalf of the condemned 
appears likely.

Mapai may well consider that this 
gain offsets any losses they may suffer 
as a result of Dr. Nahum Goldmann's 
appearance on the scene to Campaign 
for the Liberals. Dr. Goldmann has 
introduced a new controversial issue. 
In his speeches he has advocated that 
the Isrueli-Arab conflict could be 
solved by the neutralisation of the 
Middle East. with both power blocks 
ensuring the peace of the region and 
the non-aggression of its inhabitants 

For this suggestion Dr. Goldmann 
has been attacked on all sides 
except. of course, by the Liberals. 
not all of whom, however, agree with 
him on this. His idea disturbed

PEOPLE MATTER 


7 S one whom his mother com- 
forteth,” we read in this 
Sabbath’s portion from the 

Prophets, “so will I comfort you,” 
and in a flash over 2,000 years of 
history dissolve into nothing. The 
audience to whom the prophet 
addressed himself thought, spoke, 
and worshipped differently from 
ourselves and yet, in one impor- 
tant respect, they and we are on 
the same level—in respect of 
human emotions. 

We are apt to underestimate the 
importance of this emotional link 
with the past and to overestimate 
other more obvious links. Those 
who speak and write of Judaism 
today tend to stress the importance 
of Jewish values and Jewish tradi- 
tions in the historical complex. 
They have little, if anything, to say 
about Jewish emotions. Yet inas- 
much as the existence of the world 
preceded the invention of theore- 
tical physics, and inasmuch as 
language is spoken before grammar 
is written, so also the Jewish people 
existed long before their values 
and traditions could become arti- 
culate—and ‘lea have needs, not 
least spiritual. 


[F we could but read the book of 

our history dispassionately, 
without either the emotionless 
approach of the scholar or the over 
emotional approach of the bigot, 
we would find, at the heart of the 
matter, the sober truth that people 
and their needs matter. This 
explains the development of 
religious thought in our sacred 
literature.

400 students from Britain and Continent

The four-week European Hebrew 
Seminar, being held for the first time 
at the College of Aeronautics in 
Cranfield, Bedfordshire, marks an 
important milestone in the history of 
the seminar movement in this 
country. 

For this is the fiftieth full-scale 
seminar to be organised within 15 
years by Mr. Levi Gertner, Director 
of Education and Culture of the 
Jewish Agen and the Zionist 
Federation. e¢ seminars have, in 
that time, become an integral part of 
the cultural fabric of Anglo-Jewry. 
This, the ninth European Seminar, is 
being held under the auspices of the 
Zionist Federation Education Com- 
mittee, the Education Department of 
the Jewish Agency, and the Friends 
. the Zionist Federation Educational 

rust. 


Israeli lecturers 


A celebration to mark the jubilee 
was held on Sunday, when the guest 
of honour was the Chief Rabbi, who 
was accompanied by Mrs. Brodie. 

The seminar is fortunate in having 
a galaxy of distinguished scholars 
who have come from the Hebrew 
University to lecture. They include 
Professor Ernst Simon, Professor of 
Education ; Professor Nathan Roten- 
Streich, Professor of Philosophy ; 
eg Y. Tishbi, Professor of 

ebrew Literature ; and Professor S. 
Versas, Professor of Modern Hebrew 
Literature. Lectures are also being 
delivered by scholars from _ this 
country. 

During its four weeks, the seminar 
will have been attended by over 400 
students. They come from Italy 
(which has sent a particularly large 
contingent), France, Switzerland, 
Holland, West Germany, Austria, 
Belgium, and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. There are also a few from 
North Africa and Iraq and one from 
the United States. 

The Chief Rabbi of Luxembourg, 
Rabbi Dr. E. Bulz, is also expected 
to attend. 


Most of the participants belong to 
Orthodox sections of their parti- 
cular communities. But even those 
who do not, are careful to do nothing 
that might detract from the religious 
atmosphere which prevails. Indeed, 
the seminars have served to attract 
guite a number of irreligious young 
people to the Orthodox fold. One 
of the teachers, Mr. Yehuda Sivan, 
of Israel, told me that the seminars 
had also helped to arrest assimila- 
tion in the weaker European Jewish 
communities. 
This seminar is divided in three: 
the seminar proper for advanced 
students of Hebrew; Ulpan courses 


for the intermediate 
what has now become known as an 
“ Ulpania,” for children from four 
to about 13. This “Ulpania,” is 
attended by about 40 children, and 
for the youngest of them, there is a 
special kindergarten. 

For the benefit of the many 
teachers of Hebrew and Religion 
from this and other countries, certain 
periods have been allotted to a dis- 
cussion of problems affecting the 
Jewish teacher in the Diaspora. 

At the luncheon on Sunday Mr.

Mr. Zeev Haklai (Director of 
Education and Culture of the Jewish 
Agency in Europe}—who will be in 
charge of the second fortnightly 
period of the Seminar—expressed 
appreciation of Mr. Gertner’s work.

CREATION OF ELITE 
ADVOCATED 


Professor Rotenstreich on 
aims of Seminar 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The creation of a Jewish élite 
through Hebrew seminars was 
advocated by Professor Nathan 
Rotenstreich, Professor of Philosophy 
at the Hebrew University, in an inter- 
view at Cranfield. He defined such 
an élite as “people much more 
versed in Judaic culture, Hebrew 
letters, and in the current problems 
of the Jewish people than the 
average Jewish layman is.” 

Professor Rotenstreich told me he 
believed in the importance of an élite. 
not one with privileges but one with 
duties and responsibilities. “If an 
élite is created, it will try to under- 
take responsibilities in the various 
Jewish communities, and to establish 
a new common ground among Jews 
im our era, not only in practice and 
observance, but in Jewish knowledge 
and Jewish thought.” 

“From this point of view,” said 
Professor Rotenstreich, “I look at 
the seminars not as self-contained 
events but as an institution which has 
to radiate and attract more and more 
people with a strong motivation to 
get close to Judaic sources and try 
to develop their own personalities 
through the encounter with Judaic 
culture.” 

When I asked Professor Roten- 
streich for his impression of the pre- 
sent European Seminar, he said he 
had been greatly impressed by the 
devotion and zeal which the partici- 
pants brought to their studies. 

Teachers had told him that the 
contacts which they had established 
with students had been satisfactory 
and lasting.

For this is the fiftieth full-scale 
seminar to be organised within 15 
years by Mr. Levi Gertner, Director 
of Education and Culture of the 
Jewish Agency and the Zionist 
Federation. ¢ seminars have, in 
that time, become an integral part of 
the cultural fabric of Anglo-Jewry. 
This, the ninth European Seminar, is 
being held under the auspices of the 
Zionist Federation Education Com- 
mittee, the Education Department of 
the Jewish Agency, and the Friends 
1 the Zionist Federation Educational 

rust. 


Israeli lecturers 


A celebration to mark the jubilee 
was held on Sunday, when the guest 
of honour was the Chief Rabbi, who 
was accompanied by Mrs. Brodie. 

The seminar is fortunate in having 
@ galaxy of distinguished scholars 
who have come from the Hebrew 
University to lecture. They include 
Professor Ernst Simon, Professor of 
Education: Professor Nathan Roten- 
Streich, Professor of Philosophy ; 
ean Y. Tishbi, Professor of 

ebrew Literature ;: and Professor S. 
Versas, Professor of Modern Hebrew 


Literature. Lectures are also being 
delivered by scholars from __ this 
country. 


During its four weeks, the seminar 
will have been attended by over 400 
students. They come from Italy 
(which has sent a particularly large 
contingent), France, Switzerland, 
Holland, West Germany, Austria, 
Belgium, and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. There are also a few from 
North Africa and Iraq and one from 
the United States. 

The Chief Rabbi of Luxembourg, 
Rabbi Dr. E. Builz, is also expected 
to attend. 


Most of the participants belong to 
the Orthodox sections of their parti- 
cular communities. But even those 
who do not, are careful to do nothing 
that might detract from the religious 
atmosphere which prevails. Indeed, 
the seminars have served to attract 
quite a number of irreligious young 
people to the Orthodox fold. One 
of the teachers, Mr. Yehuda Sivan, 
of Israel, told me that the seminars 
had also helped to arrest assimila- 
tion in the weaker European Jewish 
communities. 

This seminar is divided in three: 
the seminar proper for advanced 
students of Hebrew; Ulpan courses 


for the intermediate grades; and 
what has now become known as an 
“ Ulpania,” for children from four 
to about 13. This “Ulpania,” is 
attended by about 40 children, and 
for the youngest of them, there is a 
special kindergarten. 

For the benefit of the many 
teachers of Hebrew and Religion 
from this and other countries, certain 
periods have been allotted to a dis- 
cussion of problems affecting the 
Jewish teacher in the Diaspora. 

At the luncheon on Sunday Mr. 
Gertner welcomed the Chief Rabbi 
and Mrs. Brodie and also Professor 
A. J. Murphy (Principal of the 
Aeronautical College) and Mrs. 
Murphy. Dr. Brodie later lectured 
on “Jewish Scholars in England in 
the Middle Ages who wrote in 
Hebrew.” 

Later, at the reception held to mark 
the jubilee of the Seminars, Mr. 
Gertner, who presided, recalled the 
small beginnings of the movement 15 
years ago. 

Mr. Zeev Haklai (Director of 
Education and Culture of the Jewish 
Agency in Europe)}—who will be in 
charge of the second fortnightly 
period of the Seminar—expressed 
appreciation of Mr. Gertner’s work.

CREATION OF ELITE 
ADVOCATED 


Professor Rotenstreich on 
aims of Seminar 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The creation of a Jewish élite 
through Hebrew seminars was 
advocated by Professor Nathan 
Rotenstreich, Professor of Philosophy 
at the Hebrew University. in an inter- 
view at Cranfield, He defined such 
an élite as “people much more 
versed in Judaic culture, Hebrew 
letters, and in the current problems 
of the Jewish people than the 
average Jewish layman is.” 

Professor Rotenstreich told me he 
believed in the importance of an élite, 
not one with privileges but one with 
duties and responsibilities. “If an 
élite is created, it will try to under- 
take responsibilities in the various 
Jewish communities, and to establish 
a new common ground among Jews 
in our era, not only in practice and 
observance, but in Jewish knowledge 
and Jewish thought.” 

“From this point of view,” said 
Professor Rotenstreich, “I look at 
the seminars not as self-contained 
events but as an institution which has 
to radiate and attract more and more 
people with a strong motivation to 
get close to Judaic sources and try 
to develop their own personalities 
through the encounter with Judaic 
culture.” 

When I asked Professor Roten- 
streich for his impression of the pre- 
sent European Seminar, he said he 
had been greatly impressed by. the 
devotion and zeal which the partici- 
pants brought to their studies. 

Teachers had told him that the 
contacts which they had established 
with students had been. satisfactory 
and lasting.

Attorney-General next dealt 
with “E:chmann’s link with =the 
entire complex of crime.” This, he 
told the court. was based on the legal 
principle of criminal conspiracy. He 
quoted British and Israeli legal 
authority for the contention that once 
a man enicrs into conspiracy to per- 
form an illegal act, he gives his 
approval to the means which his 
accomplices may. use in bringing 
about their criminal objective. 


Release from shooting 


Mr. Hausner rejected Eichmann’s 
claim that he was not free to obtain 
a felease from his duties. The 
Attorney-General quoted from the 
speech of Himmler, SS. chief, who 
said officers who were occupied with 
the mass shooting of Jews could 
apply for posting if their nerves were 
weakened by their deeds. 

Mr. Hausner referred to Evich- 
mann’s friendship with Kalten- 
brunner, chief of the security police 
and S.D., recalling that this enabled 
Eichmann to recommend a promo- 
tion for another friend of his. 

“Can one imagine that had Eich- 
mann wished to abandon his 
murderous task he could not ask his 
old friend the favour of a transfer ? “ 
the prosecutor asked. 

“We therefore contend that his 
claim is a lie, that he could have 
obtained a transfer had he wished... .” 

The Attorney-General said under 
the Isracli criminal code there was no 


Accused “an inveterate liar” 


difference whether a crime was com- 
mitted willingly, or under duress. 
which was no defence in a murder 
charge. 

Pointing his finger at Eichmann, 
Mr. Hausmer rapped out: “ Before 
the court is not only a murderer of 
six million, but an inveterate liar, 
who, pressed against the wall, paid 
lip-service to justice by saying he 
would rather admit the Sassen docu- 
ments than appear to be shirking 
responsibility.” 

Eichmann, who had been almost 
continuously taking notes, stopped at 
this pomt. and sat back in his seat 
impassive and pale. 

Mr. Hausner said many documents 
proved Eichmann was the “central 
figure in the murder plan,” but he 
had tried “ to wriggle out of responsi- 
bility by . . . misrepresenting facts.” 
Eichmann began his Jewish-annihila- 
tion measures immediately after the 
Wannsee Conference on January 20, 
1942. where Hitler's plans for “ the 
biological extermination of the Jew- 
ish people ~ were announced. 

“ The proposal to use gas in exter- 
minating Jews and the supply of gas 
to the death camps clearly stemmed 
from Eschmann’s department: to 
camouflage what was happening in 
those camps was also his activity.” 

Pointing his finger at Eichmann. 
Mr. Hausner said: “ Now he tries 
to escape like a man running away 
from a fire. He tries to run away 
from the terrible links in the chain 
which connects him with the exter- 
mination of Jews in the East.” 
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Nazi celebration in 
Hungary 


Mr. Hausner turned his attention 
to what he termed Eichmanna’s direct 
réle in the concentration camps and 
death centres of the Nazi era, when 
he resumed his closing address in the 
Eichmann trial here today. 

Documents and testimonies showed 
that “Eichmann personally super- 
vised the Jewish deportations into 
death camps and fixed the dates for 
their killing in gas chambers,” Mr. 
Hausner said. Ejichmann’s contention 
that what happened in the extermina- 
tion camps came under the jurisdic- 
tion of another department and not 
his, was “ completely without founda- 
tion.” 

“It was Eichmann who decided 
which particular transport of Jews 
should be gassed, and when—or 
whether they should be held for a 
time at Auschwitz before extermina- 
tion. It was all in his hands,” Mr. 
Hausner said. 

Towards the end of the war, even 
when Himmler was in favour of 
transferring some Jewish concentra- 
tion camp inmates to the Tyrol “to 
make a good impression on the 
advancing Allied forces,” Eichmann 
had opposed the idea and had “ tried 
to secure the extermination of all 
inmates,” Mr. Hausner said. 


Special treatment 


This was evident in a Red Cross 
report in Apni, 1945. “While 
Himmler was considering more 
humane methods of dealing with the 
Jews, the report showed that Eich- 
mann did not agree personally, but 
obeyed orders as a good soldier.... 

“At the moment when the Reich 
was discussing surrender terms with 
Eisenhower, Adolf Eichmann was 
dealing with the transfer of Jews from 
Theresienstadt to the Auschwitz death 
camp.” 

Eichmann  fidgeted when the 
Attorney-General cited the 
death-cell autobiography of Rudolf 
Hoess, Commandant of Auschwitz, 
who wrote: “Jews sent (to Ausch- 
witz) by Eichmann’s department were 
marke ‘transport Jews’ and 
dispatch orders carried the markings 
‘they should be given special treal- 
ment.” 

The prosecutor turned towards the 
accused and said slowly: “Special 
treatment meant death.” 

Mr. Hausner quoted the evidence 
of Joel Brand, who testified that Eich- 
mann tokd him in Budapest in March, 
1944: “You know who Il am? I 
am the man who carried out the (anti- 

‘Jewish) operations in Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. ...” 


Real accomplice 


“When we add up all the evidence 
showing Eichmann’s central réle in 
Jewish exterminations in all sectors 
of occupied Europe... we get a 
picture not only of a conspirator but 
of a real accomplice. 

“ Against all this mass of evidence 
we have onaly his word,” the 
Attorney-General added, 

Dwelling at length upon the 
“tactics of deception” 
adopted in his first contacts with 
Jewish leaders in Hungary, Mr. 
Hausner said he accompanied “ sooth- 
ing words of subterfuge with warn- 
ings that unless they co-operated, 
force would be used.” 

The Attorney-General added: 
“This is the method of a man up 
to his neck ia treachery. identifying 
himself heart and soul with the mur- 
derous work.” Eichmann and Hun- 
garian leaders had “even held a 
banquet to celebrate the start of the 
deportations,” Mr. Hausner said, and 
Eichmann then proceeded with the 
second part of his mission: the 
absorption, or “ processing ~ of Hun- 
garian Jews at Auschwitz. 

“He made sure that the pace of 
extermination there should keep up 
with the pace of deportations he was 
organising from Hungary,” Mr. 
Hausner declared.

MOHEL FLOWN TO 
CARIBBEAN

A rabbi and a mohel were flown 
from New York to a small Carib- 
bean islund by the Lubavitcher 
Foundation, after two young rab- 
binical students on an educational 
tour discovered that none of the 
Jewish children on this island had 
been circumcised. They were told 
by members of the local Jewish com- 
munity that as there was no mohel 
in the region it had been impossible 
to circumcise any of. their children. 

The students, who are members of 


the Lubavitcher Yeshiva in New 
York, informed Rabbi Menahem 
Schneersohn, the Lubavitcher Rebbe. 


of the situation. At his instigation 
a mohel was sent to the islafd accom- 
panied by a rabbi to supervise the 
circumcisions. A cable has since been 
sent to New York informing the 
Lubavitcher Rebbe that 18 circum- 
cisions have been performed. 

The Lubavitcher Foundation has 
also supplied the Jewish community 
on the island with a Torah Scroll— 
as the students found that the Scrolls 
jn use there were faulty—and sent 
a consignment of kosher meat to the 
island. where none is available. 

The students were on their way to 
South America as part of the educa- 


tional programme carried out by 
senior pupils of the Lubavitcher 
Yeshiva. They are remaining on the 


island for another few weeks to super- 
vise religious arrangements, 
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Rabbi Nissim was born in Iraq. he 
remarked that he must consider him- 
self happy to be living in the Holy 
City. To this Rabbi Nissim replied 
that his pleasure and pride in living 
in the Holy Citv was marred by his 
inability to reach the Holy Places-— 
particularly the Wailing Wall— 
despite the provisions made in the 
Armistice Agreement. Dr. Coggan 
expressed his sympathy at this, 

After the meeting Dr. Coggan was 
shown over the building and 
expressed his pleasure that the 
generosity of British Jews—especially 
of Mr. Isaac Wolfson-—-had made this 
contribution towards the dissemina- 
tion of religion possible. 

On Sunday Dr. Coggan preached 
at St. Paul's Church tn the Musrara 
quarter of Jerusalem and visited the 
Yad Veshem Institute and a grave in 
the Ohel Yizkor cemetery, where 
ashes taken from concentration-camp 
crematoria are buried. 

Dr. Chaim Yahijl, the Director- 
General of the Israel Foreign 
Ministry. gave a dinner in honour of

NAZI CRIMES AT 
NOWY-TARG

New YorK 

In the early days of the Second 
World War. the Nazis advancing into 
Poland initiated anti-Jewish measures 
in that country by forcing the Jews 
out of the famous Polish resort town 
of Zakopane. That action was part 
of a persecution wave that engulfed 
the entire district known as Nowy- 
Targ. 

Ihe West German authorities have 
now begun an investigation into these 
Nazi crimes and have asked the 
World Jewish Congress headquarters 
in New York to help. The towns 
in which the persecutions took place 
include Bialka. Dembno, Czarny- 
Dunajec. as well as Nowy-Targ and 
Zakopane.

“ DRY SUEZ CANAL” 


New experiment

HAIPA 


The idea of a “dry Suez Canal” 
through Israel, linking the Far East 
with Europe by way of Elath and 
Haifa, will be tested in September 
when the first consignment of 
Japanese goods for Italy will be 
brought to Elath for  trans- 
shipment via Haifa. 

The freight from Japan will be 
transported to Elath by _ freighters 
belonging to the Somerfin Company, 
which has now begun operating a 
shipping route to the Far East. The 
freight will be hauled overland from 
Elath to Haifa by trucks and reloaded 
in Haifa Port for transport to Italy. 
The system has been devised because 
the holds of freighters taking Israeli 
exports to the Far East would be 
empty on the return trip to Israel. 
although Far Eastern produce has a 
market in Europe. 

However. the “dry Suez Canal” 
route will be economically viable 
for most goods only with the com- 
pletion of the railway link between 
Israels Red Sea and Mediterranean 
ports. So far, the railway extends no 
further south than Dimona jin the 
Northern Negev. The proposed 
extension of the permanent way will 
present considerable difficulties in 
view of the mountainous terrain that 
has to be crossed. 

An oil pipeline of 16 _ inches 
diameter, completed during the last 
two years, now links Elath with 
Haifa, and its use on an even larger 
scale js foreseen. 


ELECTING TURKISH 
CHIEF RABBI

ISTANBUL 

It is regarded as almost certain 
here that Rabbi David Asseo, Secre- 
tary-General of the Grand Rabbinate 
and Director of the Rabbinical 
Seminary, will be elected Chief Rabbi 
of Turkey. 

Elections have been held through- 
out Turkey for the 60-man Electoral 
Council (composed of 20 religious 
and 40 lay delegates), which will 
choose the Chief Rabbi later this 
month. Rabbi Asseo’s_ principal 
opponent, Rabbi Baruch Cohen, has 
withdrawn his candidacy. 

Turkish law requires that the elec- 
tion be held in two stages and also 
that the Chief Rabbi be a Turkish 


citizen. This excludes: non-Turkish 
rabbinical candidates from the 
running. 


Out of the 6,000 registered voters 
in Galata, the main Jewish centre, 
only 227 cast their votes. while in 
other districts only 40 or 50 per cent 
of the Jewish electorate participated.

MIXTURE AS BEFORE 


From GOLDA 


JERUSALEM 


T is difficult for anyone not inti- 

mately familiar with the Israeli 

scene to understand how shatter- 
ing the effect of the “Lavon 
Affair ” was on the population. It 
shook the foundations of Mapai, 
which till then had appeared as one 
of the firmly fixed pillars on which 
the stability of the State rested. 
But, even more, it threw the 75- 
year-old Prime Minister, David 
Ben-Gurion, from his pedestal. 
Up ull then Ben-Gurion had been 
regarded by the vast majority of 
the Israelis as “the man-who- 
could-do-no-wrong.” 

Had it been possible to hold 
elections immediately after Ben- 
Gurion’s resignation last January, 
the losses to Mapai might have 
been large enough to revolutionise 
the body politic of Israel. But 
several months have passed and 
emotions aroused to an abnormally 
high pitch cannot be sustained

there for long. Moreover, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion has had a successful 
round of visits to the leaders of the 
Western world (and who else 
would have been cordially 
received ? many ask); Israel has 
launched her first space rocket, for 
which credit was given absolutely 
to the Ministry of Defence, which 
Ben-Gurion hiniself heads; the 
Eichmann trial has claimed atten- 
tion to the exclusion of almost 
everything else. And Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, although not restored to 
his former position, has become 
“the - man - who - cannot - be - 
replaced.” 


No opposition 


Mapai has never had an effective 
Opposition, and Israel has thereby 
visibly suffered for almost all the 
13 years of her existence. Con- 
flicts have been fought out within 
the coalition in which Mapai had 
a majority, so that the only 
weapon of the minority parties was 
to create a Government crisis. In 
the Knesset the parties outside the 
Government have never been able 
to find a common denominator. 


Such a state of affairs means that 
there is no alternative to Mapai for 
the formation of a Government. 
The merger of the General Zionists 
and the Progressives came at the 
moment when Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
prestige had reached its lowest 
point in the country. There were 
unprecedented demonstrations 
against Ben-Gurion by students, 
silence or catcalls when he 
appeared on cinema newsreels. 
while cheers or applause greeted 
the appearance of Pinhas Lavon. 
The new Liberal Party seemed 
at first to be the answer 
to the prayer of all those seeking 
to depose Mapai. It was not long, 
however, before it was evident that 
the so-called new party was merely 
a mixture of old ingredients.

Strange assortment 


Abd el Kadir Hatim, who acts as 
Government spokesman on major 
issues, has seen fit to issue a special 
Statement eulogising the latest 
Soviet space achievement. Cairo 
radio has even contrasted Soviet 
victories in peaceful _ scientific 
achievement with mass killings on 
the Hiroshima style, carried out 
by the U.S.A. 

The announcement that the 
U.A.R. has a functioning atomic 
reactor gave credit to scientific aid 
by the U.S.S.R., whereas Cairo’s 
earlier announcement of their 
acquisition of a space-probe rocket 
gave no thanks to the U.S.A., but 
took the opportunity to denounce 
them for their aid to Israel. 
is significant for several reasons. 
Cairo is in the midst of a violent 
campaign against the Arab Com- 
munists, but in spite of this is 
careful to avoid criticising the 
Soviet Union and to avoid missing 
any opportunity to denounce the 
West. 


It was, after all, the U.S.A. 
Government which ferreted out the 
fact that Israel had a_ second 
atomic reactor and published the 
fact in the hope of currying favour 
with the Arabs or at least of avert- 
ing their wrath. There seems to be 
little gratitude in Middle Eastern 
politics.

How long will the Arab League 
take to raise a force to replace the 
British in Kuwait? It is now a 
matter of weeks since they decided 
to recognise Kuwait and to send 
troops in to help to keep the peace, 
but tn spite of Ministers flitting to 
and fro, and reports of Libyan and 
Sudanese offers, the British are still

American Jewry can look once 
again to immigration as a substan. 
tial source of replenishment. 


It is, therefore, all the more dis- 
turbing that the natural growth of 
the Jewish population in the U.S.A. 
appears to compare unfavourably 
with that of other groups. Profes- 
sor Erich Rosenthal, writing on 
“ Jewish Fertility in the U.S.A.” in 
the Yearbook, examines the 
nation-wide sample survey of the 
U.S.A. Bureau of Census and con- 
cludes that “ Jews in the U.S.A. did 
not participate in the post-war baby 
boom as much as the Roman 
Catholics and Protestants.” Studies 
suggest that the Jewish fertility 
pattern in America has actually 
been low for two generations. A 
social scientist, Dr. Joshua Fish- 
man, has estimated the present 
Jewish birth-rate as only 79 per 
cent of the national average in the 
United States. 


What accounts for the low level 
of Jewish fertility? For one thing, 
fertility is normally lower in urban 
areas and American Jewry is extra- 
ordinarily urbanised—almost 90 
per cent of U.S.A. Jews live in 
large cities (half of them in and 
around New York City), a much 
higher proportion than that for 
Protestants and Roman Catholics. 
Education also has a definite bear- 
ing on fertility; women college 
graduates tend to produce about 
half as many children as American 
women in general. Inasmuch as 
the proportion of Jewish women 
who have graduated from college 
is approximately twice that of the 
total white female population, this 
factor has apparently had an 
influence on Jewish fecundity. 


Smaller families 


Another factor cited by Profes- 
sor Rosenthal is the occupational 
distribution of American Jewry. 
White-collar workers tend to have 
smaller families than manual 
workers ; Jews are heavily concen- 
trated in the professions and busi- 
nesses which constitute the white- 
collar group. There also seems to 
be a relationship between speedy 
upward social mobility and low fer- 
tility. The rise in the social and 
economic status of Jews has been 
swifter than that enjoyed by any 
Other-immigrant group in American 
society. Moreover, Jews accept 
both the principle and practice of 
birth control in a higher ratio than 
any other religious group. 


What of the future? Professor 
Rosenthal hazards no predictions. 
The Jewish exodus to the suburbs, 
he speculates, may lift Jewish fer- 
tility rates in the years ahead. But 
the possibility of a static Jewish 
population—deprived of the life- 
blood of immigration and barely 
holding its own in natural growth 
—is a problem of no small signi- 
ficance for the future of American 
Jewry, which prides itself on being 
the largest and most important 
Jewish community in the world. 


PROSELYTES ON 
THE INCREASE

Among the increasing number of 
American proselytes is the sister of 
Mr. Pierre Salinger, President 
Kennedy's Press Secretary. She ts 
married to Rabbi Marvin Reznikoff 
and lives in Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 
Intellectual converts to Judaism 
include Professor Harry Hessinger, 
who heads the Department of 
Economics at Rochester University. 


There has been a gradual increase 
in the number of Americans con- 
verted to Judaism during the past 50 
years. Converts are mostly lapsed 
Christians. 

Among the highly publicised con- 
verts are Hollywood actresses and 
actors, including Elizabeth Taylor, 
Sammy Davis, Jnr., Marilyn Monroe, 
Polly Bergen, and Carol Baker. 

A number of Jewish cantors are 
converts. A Japanese student, 
Hiroshi Yakomoto, who is now study- 
ing to be a Reform rabbi at the 
Hebrew Union College-Jewish Insti- 
tute of Religion in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
represents the reportedly owing 
interest of the Japanese in Judaism.

PERSON who could say 
A “Thank God for a man 

like Adolf Hitler” is 
unlikely to endear himself to 
Jews, but there was, in any case, 
never any great fund of sym- 
pathy among Jewish people 
either for Dr. Frank Buchman 
or his Moral Rearmament 
Movement. His teachings were 
based on four ideals—absolute 
honesty, love, unselfishness, and 
purity. In short, he believed 
people should be good, though 
if, as in the case of Hitler, they 
were anti-Communist instead, 
that was good enough for him. 
Dr. Buchman’s special ability 
was to make platitudes sound 
like revelation, and with this he 
was able to reclaim large 
spiritual wastelands. But he was 
not the prophet of the addled or 
muddled. He found many 
adherents in high places. To 
an extent he was a sort of egg- 
heads’ Billy Graham, though it 
has always seemed to me that a 
belief in Moral Rearmament 
involved a measure of mental 
disarmament. It will be interest- 
ing to see how Buchmanism 
fares without Buchman.

There is a_ traditional fear 
among some Jewish parents that 
a girl intent upon a university 
degree may fail to find a hus- 
band. It is true that the matri- 
monial chances of more than 
one girl have been impaired by 
her years at university, but it 
would be wrong to blame her 
studies for that. On the other 
hand, it is often the case that 
woman graduates tend to have 
smaller families than girls who 
have not been at university. 
This is mentioned by Albert 
Vorspan (“American Survey,” 
on this page) aS one reason 
why the Jewish birth-rate in the 
United States has not kept up 
with the Catholic birth-rate or 
even the Protestant. Kt 1s, of 
course, desirable that a gifted 
woman should be able to pursue 


her career as well as bring up 
a family, but it cannot always 
be done. The woman who gives 
her career priority—unless her 
gifts are exceptional—does no 
service to society and can do 
much ill to herself.

The whole character of Karaite 
prayer has undergone _ radical 
reform. Whereas early Karaite 
prayers consisted only of Biblical 
verses strung together according to 
peculiar principles of . association, 
the modern prayer book contains 
not only individual compositions 
by Karaite authors, but many 
borrowings from the traditional 
Siddur. Even more striking was 
the fact that the Sifrei Torah, 
which externally were very similar 
to those used by Sephardi and 
Oriental communities, did not con- 
tain vowels or notes. Karaites of 
classical times would have con- 
sidered such Scrolls defective, as 
they maintained that even the 
Decalogue on the two tablets of 
stone was fully pointed and 
vocalised. 

Although no tension js_ notice- 
able between the two communities 


have to marry within their own 
community as they are not recog- 
nised as Jews by the Israeli 
rabbinate. Fortunately for them 
they have reformed their ancient 
rigid marriage laws which vastly 
extended the number of degrees of 
forbidden marriages. and today 
marriages can’ be arranged com- 
paratively easily, which was not so 
in former times. 

Notwithstanding this disability, 
the Karaites share fully the privi- 
leges and responsibilities of Israeli 
citizenship. Instead of the old 
designation “Karaite Jews,” by 
which they referred to themselves, 
they now prefer the title “ Karaite 
Israelites.” In addition to com- 
munities in Ramle and Bat. Yam 
they have two working settlements 
Matshach and Ranen. In 
appearance they are indistinguish- 
able from other Israelis, their 
members can be found in the civil 
service, as well as in trades and 
professions, and together with the 
rest of the community they share 
a feeling of gratitude in having 
returned to their homeland, and of 
pride in the great achievement of 
the country.

“top colour gem,” “ georgeoushly 
designed") are ranged tray upon 
tray in dazzling profusion. Sparkly 
splinters, infinitesimal fractions of 
a carat, sale-priced at $48 (usually 
$58) to brilliant multi-carat 
baubles of brilliance with five- 
figure tags. 

Heaped high above these shop- 
fronts, high above the soda foun- 
tains and the delicatessens, above 
the purveyors of cameras, carpets, 
contact lenses, stationery, beauty 
salon supplies, and second-hand 
clothing, are the offices of 381 
registered dealers, plus the work- 
shops of 196 diamond-cutting 
firms, not to mention countless 
sawyers, setters, and equipment 
suppliers. 

Americans buy four-fifths of the 
world’s diamonds, and much 
of this costly cargo (75 per cent of 
polished diamonds, 90 per cent of 
rough diamonds) is channelled via

(and they look like cloudy little 
pebbles you wouldn't stoop to pick 
up on the beach) come, ol course, 
from the De Beers Consolidated 
Mines Limited, and they arrive via 
the Diamond Trading Company in 
London, the De Beers selling 
agency. Polished diamonds, also 
from De Beers, make their way to 
the American market by way of 
Antwerp and, to a much_ lesser 
degree, from Israel which 
specialises in the smaller varieties. 

There are fascinating 
facets to this business. At any 
given moment of any working-day 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of diamonds are hurrying 


and down the pavements... 


in concealed cache-pockets, in 
leather wallets, in battered brief- 
cases. Many of them are borne 
by Jews so patriarchal in aspect 
that you would expect pearls to 
issue from their lips rather than 


diamonds to trickle through their 
fingers. The greenest greenhorn no 
longer. expects the “Goldene 
Medina” to be paved with gold, 
but even the so-called sophisticate 
blinks at the sight of diamond 
dealings transacted in doorways 
and alongside litter receptacles, if 
not actually in gutters. 

Diamonds are mostly sold in 
* packages,” tiny pieces of white 
tissue paper, and it is nothing for 
a man to carry on his person a 
considerable fortune in the form 
of several such precious packages. 
Is it safe? Forty-Seventh Street 
is the best protected and patrolled 
street in the whole of Manhattan. 
The jewellery arcades have their 
own detectives in addition to the 
city police who keep the area under 
the most constant and careful 
surveillance. An attempted hold- 
up will find a team of truckmen, 
lolling idly in parked vans, pinning 


on police badges as they leap 
suddenly into action. 

The trading centres are at the 
Diamond Trade Association (15 
West Forty-Seventh Street) and 
the Diamond Dealers Club (at 30 
West Forty-Seventh. Street). The 
hub of each organisation is. the 
central room which provides 
booths, lockers, tables, telephones, 


kosher canteen, bullet-proot 
windows, burglar-alarm-studded 
walls, eagle-eyed doormen, and 


one door (through which = only 
members or well-vouched-for 
visitors are admitted). 

Such caution is understandable. 
This is a business built on trust. 
A man’s word is his bond and 
mazel un bhrocha, universal dia- 
mond language for “it’s a deal,” 
seals a contract with all the 
strength and validity of a formal 
written agreement. 


Polyglot dealers 


The Diamond Trade Association 
and the Diamond Dealers Club 
fulfil identical functions but difler 
in character and composition. Both 
are cosmopolitan and polyglot, a 
bewildering babel of Hebrew, 
French, Flemish, German, Russian, 
Hungarian, or Dutch—but Yiddish 
invariably predominates. The 
Association was founded in 1941 
by Jews of Belgian extraction. The 
club, established in 1930, attracts 


the more religious element and 
offers authentic Williamsburg 
flavour. Only at the club can you 


find a broker hastily breaking up 
a business conference to rush 
upstairs to the litthe synagogue to 
daven Mincha. 

It is not easy to gain access to 
these select circles. The best way 
is to marry a diamond dealer's 
daughter (sons get preference, too, 
of course). Although some 10 per 
cent of the D.T.A.’s 850-strong 
membership is non-Jewish, there 
are only five non-Jews among the 
1,500) members of the Diamond 
Dealers Club. Is there discrimina- 
tion against non-Jews? “ Heaven 
forbid! ” exclaims club President, 
Korngold.

doing this as early as 1947, when he 


wrote the first published version of 
the present book, not a reconstruction 
of the events but a sort of tract or 
long sermon. To the Professor the 
conclusion is clear. The July rs may 
have been bungled, some of its sup- 
porters may have been opportunists 
and some of them fools, but their 
commitment and their subsequent 
martyrdom proved that, even under 
Hitler, Germany possessed a con- 
science and a soul. 

I believe that this is true : and yet. 
after seventeen years, it provides but 
a Sterile, unconvincing, and artificial 
thesis. Professor Rothfels does not, 
like some other German writers, try 
to make political capital out of the 
events of 1944. On the contrary, he 
admits the political shortcomings of 
Hitler's opponents with disarming 
frankness. Having exposed their 
record of compliance and imactivity, 
he tots up the black against the white, 
hoping that at least it will become 
grey. But in fact black and white 
cancel out and we get a void. The 
chaos and incompetence among the 
conspirators were not merely the con- 
sequences of that intervention by a 
Higher Power, which in Hitler's view 
had saved his life by causing a cavity 
under the floor to suck up part of the 
blast of Stauffenberg’s bomb. 


Causes of failure 


To Professor Rothfels, as to Ger- 
hard Ritter and Hans Gisevius, the 
causes of the failure lay in the con- 
duct of the Allies, who in 1943 and 
1944 dashed the hopes of Hitler's 
opponents by the bleak formula of 
Unconditional Surrender. This has 
been said so often, that a few people 
in England may be capab of 
believing that there existed in Ger- 
many all along an opposition move- 
ment, to whom the Athies could have 
offered at least hope, if not material 
aid. The best answer to the propo- 
sition is to imagine that it had been 
otherwise, that the Allies (or part of 
them) had announced their intention 
to discuss peace terms with the party 
that would overthrow Hitler. To 
imagine that the botched attempt on 
Hitler's life had been by these means 
converted into a certainty and .that 
the disobedient generals had played 


their part and arrested the party 
leaders. 
What then? It is certain that 


among the welier of German political 
groups, who subscribed to Stauffen- 
bergs plan, the Russians would not 
have negotiated with the same per- 


sonalities as the Western Allics——or . 


at least not for long. The diversion 
between Bonn and Pankau would have 
been made some years earlier, but 
with this difference, that the divided 
Germany would have been a Germany 
that had never been disarmed. 
Unconditional Surrender formula of 
Casablanca has in fact spared the 
word the continuity of the German 
military tradition. 1 doubt very much 
whether German youth of today are 
moved by Professor Rothfel’s evoca- 
tion of Stauffenberg as “ the intellec- 
tual clarity of a staff officer, brought 
up on the Prussian tradition, com- 
bined with purity and spirituality.” 
By all indications they don't want to 
hear any more about the Prussian 
tradition : and for that the world 
should be grateful, even as far West 
as Chicago.

The Judges and the Judged. By 
Epoar Lusroarren. Odhams. 

This readable book (for not all the 
purposes of journalism can corrupt 
the English of Manchester Grammar 
and St. John’s, Oxford) is also 
legally reliable, coming as it does 
from a good barrister—and the son 
of a good barrister. In it Edgar 
Lustgarten docs justice to everyone 
except himself. He could not do 
justice to himself while trying to 
compress some 90 separate matters 
into a little over 300 pages, 1,200- 
1,500 words can rarely constitute a 
satisfying legal anafysis. The result 
is a series of “headlight” flashes. 
(I use the word  ~™ headlight” 
advisedly—not only to suggest speed 
-—but as a portmanteau to express 
“headnote™ and “highlight.”) But 
what the author has done is effective 
to this degree: thay from the book 
the reader gets informative glim 
of a large number of forensic inci- 
dents of importance that have taken

Recent archzxological discoveries 
have reinforced the general picture 
conveyed by the Hebrew Bible.

Nowhere is this new attitude more 
evident than in Professor Bright's 
comprehensive work, which is very 
conservative in outlook and cautious 
in its conclusions. Dealing with the 
Patriarchal period, for example, Pro- 
fessor Bright accepts the Biblical 
accounts as being of ancient origin 
and great historical value. he 
common view that the Patriarchs lived 
in prehistoric times is given short 
shrift. He emphasises that Mesopo- 
tamian civilisation was already ancient 
at the time when Abraham was born. 
On the vexed question whether all the 
tribes of Israel were at one time in 
Egypt, Bright not only grants the 
possibility that “elements later found 
in all the twelve tribes were in 
Egypt,” but considers it probable that 
“all the later clans actually had ele- 
ments boasting a pedigree reaching 
back to these events.”

Goldberg studies the book as a novel 
and a drama, where other critics have 
looked at it with set theories about 
its symbolism, its obscurities, and its 
interpretation. It is the merit of Mr. 
Goldberg's study that he assesses the 
book as a work of art with its real 
claims to distinction, that he “sees 
it steadily and sees it whole,” that 
he appraises what is of central value.

achieved. To him it is, first and last, 
a novel. 

In it the classical temper, as under- 
stood Wy Joyce, is manifest: it is 
essentially dramatic, it accepts the 
ordinary world of humanity as the 
primary object of its attention, and 
it gives its theme universality by 
begining with the local and the con- 
crete (the isolated individual, Bloom, 
in Dublin) as its foundation and then 
penetrating beyond them to the per- 
manent and the universal. Thus the 
classical temper has a moral, as well 


as an artistic, ideal; and Mr. Gold 
berg is especially concerned to relat 
the moral values of “ Ulysses” to it 
artistic merits. He sees ~ Ulysses” 
aS not merely a parody, a satire, and 
nihilistic, but vital, positive, and 
crea‘ive : “ Life is not to be criticised 
but to be faced and enjoyed.” Uoyce) 

This view of the book place 
Leopold Bloom in his rightful pow 
tion as the focus, the centre, and the 
motif of the book. Bloom s 4 
middle-aged Jew, canvasser for 
advertisements, notorious!y cuckolded 
by his wife, Molly—he is the com 
mercial traveller who parallels the 
Homeric traveller, Ulysses. But he 
is a figure who emerges triumphantly 
at the end as a great representative

SWEET PEPPERS 


Sweet peppers, both red and green, 
can be fried, stuffed, and baked, 
eaten raw in a vegetable salad, used 
in soup, or a little finely chopped 
can be added to savoury dishes of 
rice OF macaroni. 


To prepare peppers for frying or 
baking cut a slice off the stalk end 
and carefully remove all seeds and 
stringy membrane. 


To fry. Cut prepared peppers into 
quarters, put in @ saucepan, cover 
with boiling, salted water, and sim- 
mer gently for 4 or 5 minutes.

An opera very rarely heard even in 
Russia, and indeed at one time 
banned there, is to be broadcast in 
the Third Programme on Sunday. 
This is the last but one of Rimsky- 
Korsakev's fourteen operas, “ The 
Legend of the Invisible City of 
Kitiozh,” first produced in Petersburg 
in 1907. 

It tells in operatic form an 
Russian legend of the days of the 
Tartar invasions during the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries, when the 
reat city of Kitiozh, which the 

ussians regarded as a holy place, 
was miraculously saved from destruc- 
tion by being rendered mvisible in 
answer to a matden’s prayer. 

The opportunity to hear it in 
London has occurred only once, in 
1926, when a group of Russian exiles 
put on a concert version. Its subject 
makes it difficult for foreigners to 
appreciate, but it contains some of 
Rimsky-Korsakov's most sublime 
music. It has been performed in a 
broadcast version in the Soviet 
Union, and it is a recording of this 
which will be oadcast. Three 
famous artists, Natalia Rozhdestven- 
skaya, Ivan Petrov, and Viadimir 
Ivanovsky, take the leading parts, and 
Nebolsin conducts the chorus and 
orchestra of the All-Union Radio. 


Dignity and joy 

Among the leading features of next 
week's Prom will be a performance 
of Britten's Cantata Academica, a 
work written last year for the 400th 
anniversary ef a German university. 
It happily combines a sense of the 
dignity the occasion with the joy- 
ful atmosphere of a students’ festival. 
In the same programme, on Tuesday, 
is Tallis's great forty-part motet, 
“Spem in Alium.” one of the most 
complex pieces of choral part writing 
im musical history. 

Five Mahler songs to poems by 
Ruckert, to be sung by Maureen For- 
rester on Thursday, include some of 
the composers most hauntingly 
beautiful pieces. Mahler had already 
selected five of the Ruckert songs for 
his “ Kindertotenlieder,” but had 
not exhausted the inspiration which 
the poet's mood aroused in him. 
“Ich atmet cinen Linden Duft” has 
been described by Bruno Walter asa 
melodic and poetic jewel, and “ Ich 
bin der Welt abhanden kommen” is 
a deeply moving song which has a 
note of personal renunciation charac- 
teristic of Mahler at the period he 
was writing them.

Art Notes 


By STONE 


The exhibition of Traditional 
Carvings and Craftwork from Sierra 
Leone at the Commonwealth Institute 
is of exceptional interest. It is the 
first such exhibition and is a selection 
from the unique collection of Mr. 
Guy Massie-Taylor, who is lecturer 
on art at Freetown Training College 
and has built up his collection from 
travels in remote districts. 


There are ritual masks of wood 
worn by girls at initiation ceremonies 
and ritual figures, including a beauti- 
ful one of the Mende tribe with 
raised hands and lowered eyes. More 
interesting than the ritual masks, 
because they are more varied, are the 
Kongoli masks used for entertain- 
ment. These are large with great 
character, like humorous portraits. 

They are all made by farmers, 
carving directly from the round limb 
of a tree with tools of everyday use. 
There are also some _ expressive 
steatile made by an earlier 
culture, which have been dug up from 
time to time when clearing the bush. 
Particularly moving is a seated figure 
with arms wrapped round its head in 
grief, cylindrical in form as if it were 
aw carving. 


Sierra Leone is now an independent 
State within the Commonwealth and 
is encouraging the arts. In the past, 
the farmers have carved only these 
ritual masks and figures and then, 
only on commission; they are now 
being encouraged to carve freely with 
the same tools for their pleasure and 
from their own imagination.

JEWISH ARRANGEMENTS 
ON ARKADIA 


By “GREEN FLAG” 


Because of the great satisfac- 
tion expressed by a large number 
of Jewish passengers on the last 
series of winter cruses to 
Mediterranean the popular 
liner Arkadia (20,650 tons), the 
Greek Line are rightly expecting 
still further Jewish none for 
the 1961-62 season, which begins 
next December until the end of 
April, with sailings every 13 days 
from Southampton to Madeira, 
Tenerife, Las Palmas, Casablanca, 
Tangier, and Lisbon, from as little 
as £80. At the invitation of the 
London Chief of the Greek Line, 
Mr. R. J. Atkins, I enjoyed a four. 
day cruise on the vessel last week. 

The Arkadia ts a roomy, com- 
fortable ship. She has several 
quite extensive saloons, including 
a spacious main —— and the 
well-known Arkadian Hall, where 
excellent meals (including, if 
desired, kosher food) are served. 
There are some luxury-type cabins, 
but most of the personal accom- 
modation is in superior, tourist- 
style rooms, all comfortably fur 
nished and serviced by courteous, 
helpful stewards and stewardesses. 
With outdoor and indoor swim- 
ming-pools, there is every facility 
for shipboard recreation. 

was welcomed by Captain 
M. N. Zarbis, who, contrary to 
the usual run of ship's Masters, 
is a man who associates freely with 
his passengers during his off-duty 
moments. I was one of the first 
to congratulate him when he 
received the news that he is soon 
to take over the command of the 
Greek Line's magnificent flagship, 
the Olympia. 


Helped physician to escape 


My main business was, natur- 
ally. with Mr. H. Rodenberg, the 
Chief Steward, who has innumer- 
able Jewish friends. “It is well 
known in Bremen,” he told me 
“that my father, a highly 
respected local personage, nar- 
rowly escaped being sent to a 
concentration camp because he 
harboured and assisted to escape 
his life-long Jewish friend, Dr. 


Kien. one of the leading 
in Bremen in pre- 
itler days.” Speaking of the 
Arkadia’s kosher f arrange- 


ments, Mr. Rodenberg remarked : 
“it must be specially noted that 
there is no official Jewish religious 
supervision: on the Arkadia and 
so our kosher cuisine will not be 
acceptable to those who will not 


eat without the presence of a 
properly authori Jewish super- 
visor. The whole thing depends 


on the law of supply and demand. 
On our cruises, we find that 
although we carry considerable 
numbers of our Jewish friends, 
very few ask for kosher. food. 


Conversely, in the case of the 
Olympia, which calls at Haifa, we 
have, because of Jewish insistence, 
readily acquiesced in_ installing 
in that ship a rabbinically super- 
vised kosher kitchen. owever, 
there is nothing we will not do 
within our limits, to assist Ortho- 
dox Jewish cruise enthusiasts. 

“ The variety of the fare is neces- 
sarily limited. Many Jews tire of 
it after a few days and go over 
to non-kosher food wit a 
qualm. We have to hide our 
bewilderment. On the other hand, 
we will gladly supply new croc- 
kery and cutlery to those speci- 
ally desiring them. And for those 
to whom such are still unaccept- 
able, we have papier-mdché plates, 
cups, and saucers, together with 
plastic knives, forks, and spoons— 
all to be thrown away after each 
meal.” 


Enjoyable meals 


The Greek Line’s know 
able Catering Superintendent, Mr. 
Cc. D. Alevropoulo, spent a great 
deal of time with me, showing 
me round the ship’s vast, scrupu- 
lously clean storerooms and 
refrigerated vaults. I was, of 
course, mainly imterested the 
kosher supplies. The kosher 
meat is kept in sealed containers. 
Invited to open any at random, I 
found the seals of Canadian 
rabbinical authorities on the meat 
and poultry. The cooking fat 
used was the well-known Tomor, 
sealed with the stamp of the 
London Beth Din'’s Kashrus Com- 
mission. The meals [I had were 
cooked on a separate range in 
special utensils and, although 
naturally, not so wide in choice 
as the general menu dishes, were, 
nevertheless, satisfyingly enjoy- 


le. 

Mr. Wilhelm G. Lenk, the Chief 
Purser, told me of his desire to 
help Jewish passengers in every 
possible way, especially in the 
matter of allotting private saloons 
for religious services and the use 
of the Epicurean’s Room for 
special Jewish celebrations. 

The trip enabled me to assure 
Jewish “ cruisers” booked for the 
Arkadia next winter that they are 


~~ to have a jolly time aboard. 
inally, I wish to poy tribute to 
Mr. Desmond Symonds, 


Liaison Officer of the Greck Line. 


who did a wonderful job of 
organising the assembled Press 
party and gave me _ personal 


attention so that the specialised 
work on behalf of my readers 
could be carried out.

population. Cinema-seat shashing and 
fascist Orgamsations are all symptoms 
of the same discase, a disease which 
has to be considered and questioned, 
not labelled and explained away as 


“hooliganism ” or “ distasteful.” This 
is what I tried to say, and believe 
1 said im my play. 

The problem would not have been 


with reasoned a 
erbitrary “good” character have 
tad to drag in, nor would it have 
been truthful to put into the fascist’s 
mouth any other vocabulary or slogans 
than I did—this is the language such 
political rabble-rousers use in all its 
stark horror. The play as a whole 
made it quite clear how vicious these 
racists are, and, furthermore, the 
introduction by Johnny McDonald 
stressed it. And | suggest that if 
your critic had listened to it, instead 
of jotting down verbatim every anti- 
semitic remark he heard, he might 
have come to the same conclusion. 

No play should be judged by four 
or five lines, and certainly the whole 
of it should not be dismissed as “so 
far so good.” What kind of criticism 
is this? I tried to give a dramatic 
rejection of fascism, not a series of 
intellectual arguments refuting it. I 
tried to pose certam social questions, 
to analyse as objectively as possibic 
the kind of conditions that make a 
boy like Ted turn to racial violence. 
I might add that your critic is not 
alone im his refusal to come to terms 
with them.

HIRE OF HALL FOR 
GHETTO EXHIBITION 


Sm.—Ben Azai’s referencé to the 
charges made by this Synagogue 
Centre to the organisers of the 
Warsaw Ghette Exhibition for ase 
of the Herbert Samuel Hal! is mis- 
leading and quite unfair. In case 
any of your readers be disturbed 
about the conduct of the “ wealthy 
New West End Synagogue” in the 
matter, permit me te pormt out the 
following facts. 


Since the standard charge of public 
halls of this kind averages about £50 
per day, a total fee of £80 for the 
entire period of more than a fortnight 
represents 2 generous reduction, 
which was offered as a gesture of 
assistance to the msors of the 
exhibition, who ¢ not get any 
hall of similar size for less than many 
times the amount asked for by the 
Synagogue Centre. 

The fee charged was little more 
than nominal and barely covered the 
extraordinarily heavy 
incurred by the synagogue in respect 
of the continuous use of main-hall 
lightumg, high-power stage lighting. 
and the fans that were im operation 
from early morning until late each 
night, as well as cleaning and mainten- 
amce. Bearing in mind also the fact 
that the Centre could not hire its 
facilities for two weeks for any mect- 
ing or gathering, so as to keep the 
hall free for this period for the 
exhibition, the fee charged for 15 
days’ exclusive use of the hall and 
all its facilities. was, im fact, a very 
modest one indeed. 

Finally, Ben Azai might be 
interested to know that the Organis- 
ing Secretary of the Exhibition 
affirmed that our small charge was 
of considerable benefit to them.

last minute because of the unfriendly 
attitude of one Jewish group, should 
not be passed over in silence.

When 
questioned after many of his lectures, 
Mr. Carmel always expressed his 
opposition to conversion efforts 
among unaffiated or unchurched ” 
non-Jews. 

The most revealing and at the same 
time distressing fact which emerged 
from the Carmel “experiment” in 
the United States, was that the Jewish 
communities’ problem was not “ pro- 
Or anti-conversion,” but the real fact 
of a steadily imcreasing stream of 
Jewish apostasy. Large and enthusi- 
astic audiences of university students 
at lectures arranged by the B'nai 
Brith Hillel Foundations showed up 
the problems facing Jewish youth. It 
is im this field of activity where the 
greatest need of a determined effort 
by the community must be made. and 
it is here where Mr. Carmel proved 
to be most effective.

Has 
not the time come when—in the 
interests of vital communal priorities 
like education. religious leadership, 
and youth work—-a ceiling should be 
put on all building projects ?

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THE BOYS OF ELBOZ’S

pretty about East London's 
Aldgate. kt is crammed with 
decaying buildings, barking taxis, 
and crowded eel stalls. Its colour 
scheme is the bright red and purple 


T pees is nothing peaceful or 


Brooklyn Mickey gets it. A good- 
humoured man, he has large cyes 
and looks like Jerry Colonna, the 
American comedian. The meal is 
passed to a table where sit Moggo 
Dias, Solicitor Morry, Blarney

of the “ beys” 


of Petticoat Lane. Aldgate never 
sleeps“ Barney's Caff,” in Ald- 
gate Avenue, sells more lockshen 
soup and beigels at two in the 
morning than at midday. 

All night and every night noisy, 
fat “swag” lorries and hump- 
backed gown vans leave for, or 
come back from,  far-distant 
markets. In all this hurly-burly 
Aldgate can boast of two things: 
first it concentrates within itself 
the largest compact community of 
Street traders in the country, and 
secondly it has Elboz’s Club, the 
social meeting place for most of 
these colourful citizens and the 
birthplace of their tall stories. 

Elboz’s is the name given to the 
longer Little Somerset Working 
Men's Social Club—“every mem- 
ber’s a Yiddisher boy.” The 
average age of “the boys” is fifty 
and every one of them is known by 
a nickname, for example, Moisha 
Matzos. Elboz’s is tucked away in 
a slit of a turning in Mansell 
Street. This tiny corner and club 
belong to the gas-lit London of 
the ‘eighties, with its stout cockneys 
and pearly kings.

Push open the creaking, double 
doors and you enter into this by- 
gone world. A _ thick veil of 
tobacco smoke, the raucous sound 
of male merriment, and the click 
of billiard-balls are the first domi- 
nating impressions. The place is 
packed and everyone is chatting 
and smoking. To the right of the 
entrance door is a cubicle which 
is the barber shop run. by Joe 
Solomons. Sitting in the chair 
having a shave is ex-boxer Alf 
Mansfield, up in town for a day 
from the Jewish Blind Home. 

A man comes up to you with a 
list. He is collectmg for the wife 
and children of a street trader in 
hospital. Excited shouts come 
from spectators clustered 
around two billiard-tables in the 
centre of the room. The finals of 
a competition are being fought out 
on the green baize cloth. The 
onlookers, adding their private 
commentaries, are men with such 
Runyonesque names as Flash Harry, 
Chicago Jack, Lew the Pickles, and 
Manchester Marky. They in turn 
are being outshouted by Bimbo 
Barney, Pouchey the Grafter, and 
Bermondsey Ike. Walk past them 
to the end of the room and watch 
other types playing solo and 
bridge, among them Soho Gus, 
Waiter Jack, Match Boy, and 
Colly Freeman. More men are 
standing in the canteen, run jointly 
by Brooklyn Mickey Shay and 
Nooker Isaacs, two short, tough 
guys who keep up a cross-talk act 
as they dish out the food. 

“Who ordered gefiillte fish?” 

“Put it on anybody's plate ... 
the big fight’s on. .. . They much 
know what they're cating.” 

Someone shouts for a borsht, and 


Joseph, and Golly Eyes. More 
men are comparing prices they 
have paid for “swag” at different 
shops in Houndsditch. 


* * 


One thing is certain at Elboz’s. 
No market man who js genuinely 
“down ” will ever go hungry. The 
charity of the club members is 
bounteous. Theyre rough and 
ready but “easy for a tap.” They 
carry on a tradition handed down 
by “Uncle Dave” Fineberg and 
his friend, Louis Elboz, who took 
over an old builder's yard 45 years 
ago and turned it into a club 
where Jewish working-men could 
get warmth and companionship. 
“Uncle Dave” had gone to South 
Africa with the Barnatos and Jocls 
looking for diamonds. He came 
back a rich man. Before then he 
had been a cab-driver and a part- 
time actor. On his return he dis- 
cussed the idea of a social club 
with Louis Elboz, a_ powerful 
character who sold “cures for all 
ilis” in street markets and whose 
Dutch Drops became internation- 
ally celebrated. 

Louis’s training had been ade- 
quate. Dressed as a doctor and 
nurse, his father and mother used 
to fascinate the Petticoat Lane 
crowds years earlier. “Uncle 
Dave” with his songs of Africa 
and the big jewel he carried in his 
waistcoat pocket, is dead. So is 
Louis Elboz. The club jis now run 
by his brother, Phil. 

I hope Elboz’s will always remain 
exactly as it is. For it will always 
remind me of my father and my 
grandfather and their wonderful 
friends, dancing, bragging. and 
swearing their merry way through 
life.

Investments 


Bankers are saying that the present 
bank credit squeeze will be the 
toughest since the War-——tougher, in 
fact, than the 1955 squeeze when 
small traders found their borrowing 
limits fairly severely curtailed. 


The present squeeze is combined 
with a further call for special deposits 
from the Bank of England. revi- 
ously the banks have met these calls 
largely through selling Government 
stocks. Their ability to sell stocks is 
now limited. Bank investments have 
been very heavily reduced over the 
past two years. There is not the same 
scope for selling now. 


In his “little budget™ statement 
the Chancellor suggested that the 
special desposits should be met by a 
reduction in lending and not through 
the sale of Government stocks. The 
banks are being prompted into meet- 
ing that suggestion. 


There is at present no suggestion 
of calling in outstanding loans but 
new lending is being cut back to the 
barest essentials. “ Personal Loans” 
are definitely out. Most of the banks 
which introduced this type of lending 
have been soft pedalling it for some 
time. hew banks will even look at 
personal loans inquiries now.

Missing boy untraced 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Nahman Shtarkes, the ultra-Ortho- 
dox resident of Mea Shrim who 
has consistently refused to reveal the 
whereabouts of Yossele Schumacher. 
his missing grandson, was taken back 
to Ramle prison on Wednesday 
morning. 

He had been released from prison 
three months ago after serving an 
cleven-month sentence on condition 
that he helped to find his nine-year-old 
grandchild. But since his release he 
has steadfastly declaged that he no 
longer knows where the boy is. 

Two members of a religious moshav 
in the Negev, Mr. Zalman Kutt. 51, 
and his wife Rachel, have been 
arrested by Israeli police and are to 
be charged with conspiring to kidnap 
and conceal the bov. They are 
reported to have admitted after ques- 
tioning that the boy was brought to 
them early in 1960 by his uncle, 
Shalom Shtarkes. He stayed with 
them for three weeks, and during 
that time was known as “ Baruch ~ 
$0 aS to conceal his real identity. 


Shalom Shtarkes is now in London 
and it is thought that Yossele may 
be there too. Seotland Yard has 
been asked to make inquiries. 

An ae by Chief Rabbi Nissim 
to mediate between Mr. Shtarkes and 
the parents of the missing boy failed, 
because Shtarkes refu to give an 
undertaking that he would abide by 
the Chief Rabbi's decision. 


The story of Yossele Schumacher 
dates back two years to the time when 
the boy—-then seven years old—-was 
handed over by his parents to the 
grandfather for a short stay. When 
the Schumachers asked for the return 
of their son, Mr. Shtarkes refused to 
comply on the grounds that they 
intended to emigrate to Russia—and 
in any case would not give the boy 
a religious education. Since then. 
despite court orders, Shtarkes has 
constantly refused to return the boy 
to his parents. 

Various accusations are being 
bandied about in connection with this 
case. Several rabbis in Mea Sh'arim 
have been accused of helping to hide 
the boy, but all have denied that they 
were aCtively involved in the affair.

GERMAN CLAIMS TO

Any former inmates of the Dachau 
concentration camp who have infor- 
mation about a German called Franz 
Preissler are asked to get in touch 
with the Yad Veshem Institute in 
Jerusalem. 

Preissler, lives in East 
Germany, claims that he was a 
prisoner in Dachau between 1943 
and 1944 because he was a member 
of the Wehrmacht and refused to 
carry out orders to shoot Jewish 
camp inmates. He says that he was 
court-martialled for “ failure to obey 
orders and sabotaging the German 
defence forces.”

SEQUEL TO BIZERTA 
FIGHTING

PARIS 


About 500 Jews—-S0 per cent of 
them French citizens—have arrived 
in France from Tunisia since the 
fighting in Bizerta broke out three 
weeks ago. 

Some 5.000 French citizens have 
left Tunisia for France during the 
last two weeks. Some of them were 
expelled while others decided to leave 
after being arbitrarily arrested and 
badly treated. 

According to the emigrants arriv- 
ing in France, there appears to be no 
systematic yictimisation of Tunisian 
Jews and there is no panic within 
the community, although apprehen- 
sion is felt. This is confirmed by the 
sharp increase in the number of 
applications for emigration since last 
week. 

A whispering campaign § against 
Tunisian Jews, who are accused of 
not having volunteered to take part 
in the Bizerta fighting, has gained 
ground in Tunisia. As a result, com- 
mittees of the Jewish communities in 
various towns decided to levy on 
their members a much steeper 
“emergency tax” than that imposed 
on the population in geners!. The 
tax takes the form of a payment 
and a blood donation for the benefit 
of victims of the fighting. 

There are believed to be about 
35.000 Jews in Tunisia, of whom 
— 7,000 also have French citizen- 
ship. 


POSTER BAN
